W ashington, March 14.— Income tax­ 
es reported to the government this 
year will be the sm allest In five years, 
tre a s u ry officials estimated today—the 
eleventh h ou r for filing 1921 rturns. 
The total of income and profits taxes 
which will he reported by midnight to­ 
morrow will approximate only $1,600,- 
000,000, the tax experts believe. 
This 
Is nearly two billion dollars under the 
amount reported two years ago, and 
$900,000,000 under the 
amount 
last 
year. 
At the peak of the war profit 
period, government receipts In excess 
of four billion dollars a year were 
from these taxs. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon es­ 
timated the initial payments of federal 
taxes which must accompany the fil­ 
ing of returns will net the government 
not more than $400,000,000— the sm all­ 
est amount since 1917.

Old-fashioned methods of land set­ 
tlement cannot succeed under present 
conditions in developing the West 
The time has past when the rail­ 
roads, or any other influential agency, 
will co-operate with mere land specu­ 
lators. but they will gladly co-operate 
with those land owners and real es­ 
tate agents who make the settlers wel­ 
fare their first consideration. 
The prosperity and permanent wel­ 
fare of the settler is the first con­ 
sideration of the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
way Company and all its departments 
- not the profit of the land agents. 
Thousands of people, now living in 
closely-populated eastern states, are 
eager to move west “to grow up with 
the country,” but they will not move 
until they know they have a. chance 
to succeed and that they will secure 
a 'reasonable pioneer's profit.

not enough simply to advertise for

settlers; before asking them to conto 
be sure that you have a place where 
the ordinary thrifty fanner can suc­ 
ceed. The ordinary booster literature 
will not get the people in tills day. 


In the “good old days” cheap land 
I in the West attracted settlers. 
They 


J were lured on by the promise of tile 
pioneer’s profit, which was thought to 
be in sight, just as they Svere lured 
to California for gold in '49. 


There are still profits to he made in 
th*1 West, big profits 
profits in s a t ­ 
isfaction and happiness as well as in 
real money. 
Hut these profits don't 
just come to people in the West any 
more than they come in the East, they 
must he earned. 


The Norhtern Pacific, which pioneer­ 
ed in the Northwest, is vitally inter­ 
ested in building up its population. 
The West is hungry for settlers and 
the Northern Pacific is eager to grati- 
that hunger. 
No agency is more an x ­ 
ious to secure permanent settlers for 
this country. 
To get permanent settlers, we are 
convinced that the ancient land-sell­ 
ing schemes for the benefit of the 
land-seller are futile.

Intelligent co-operation of the 
railroads. 
We recommend as an Ideal unit for 
a colonization project, a body of land

STUDY THE CONSTITUTION 


A campaign to secure laws in every state to require the teaching 
of the Constitution of the United States in the public schools is being 
conducted by the National Security League of New York. 
Such Jaws 
have already been enacted in Illinois, Iowa, Michigan and Vermont, 
and bills calling for similar laws will be introduced in other states 
when the Legislatures meet. 
The movement is in charge of a special 
committee composed of about 200 leading educators. 
All friends of sound government everywhere will give this move­ 
ment their hearty support. 
With the United States Constitution as 
the basis, the correct teaching of American history would follow as a 
matter oj course. 
A study of the Constitution must also include a study of the 
events leading up to its adoption. 
I hat means that the early days of 
our history— the period preceding the Revolution, the Declaration 
of Independence, the Revolution itself, the Continental Congress, the 
Articles of Confederation, and all the heroic leaders in those great 
events— would receive the attention that they deserve in any true 
history cf our country. 
A thorough grounding of the principles of the 
Constitution in the minds of the younger generation would also make 
a speedy end to the radicalism, Socialism, and miscellaneous vagaries 
that have broken out so frequently in recent years. 
o---- 


A TIME TO GO SLOW 


Probably most people will agree that reduction of military ex­ 
penditures is really a most excellent thing, and greatly to be desired, 
but at the same time there is no use getting hysterical over it. 
The 
Armaments Conference agreed upon certain reductions in the navies 
of the principal nations - far greater reductions than many thought 
could be made. 
Still, there seem to be a few people who are not 
satisfied, and who want the United States to go beyond the measure of 
reduction called for by the agreement. 
To do so would be sheer folly, for the simple reason that we 
should maintain the fixed rate as a matter of national safety, if for no 
ethel reason. 
It is highly probable that if the peoples of the nations 
affected by the agremeent find thai the navy reduction is a good thing, 
they will be insistent upon an extension of the program, in which 
event, if we deem best, we can enter into further treaties for still 
greater cuts in our naval preparedness. 
We have done very well, indeed, at the Armaments Conference, 
under the leadership ol Harding and Hughes. 
Now, let’s leave well 
enough alone. 


CHURCH MEMBERSHIP INCREASING 


It has been very generally supposed for some time past that the 
drift of popular interest in the United States was away from the church, 
but it appears from statistics compiled by the Federal Council of 
Churches that as a fact it is just the other way. 
Probably many 
orthodox church people will be surprised to learn that according to 
these figures the average growth in church membership, for several 
years past, at least, has been 2,173 a day, while congregations have 
increased in number at the rate of three and the ministry by 4 /i - 
It will also surprise many people, perhaps, to know that the number 
of Mormons exceeds the number of Jews— 1,646,170 compared with 
1,120,000. 


PAYING FARM LOANS 


Eugene Meyer, Jr., managing director of the War finance Corpor­ 
ation, is quoted as saying that the farmer is being put in position to 
liquidate his debts gradually, and that “his normal purchasing power—- 
so vita! to commercia!, transportation and industrial interests— is 
being restored.” 
According to Mr. Meyer’s statement, repayment on War Finance 
Corporation loans to farmers are being made voluntarily by the farm­ 
ers, and most of them in advance of due dates. 
He cited this as one 
reason for the belief that the conditions in the basic agricultural in­ 
dustries are improving.
